In the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art to utilize one VCO on an integrated circuit as a frequency 
generator in order to derive the values of the equations taught in the Chang 
reference and further use those values to optimize the performance of both VCO's 
on the single IC chip. 

Applicant respectfully submits that none of claims 1-7, 10-15, and 17-29 specifically 
recite the features discussed by the Examiner in the "statement of reasons for allowance." 
Applicant thus understands that the Examiner's statement merely acknowledges that "it would 
not have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art" to try to modify the Chang et al 
reference as suggested by the Examiner.
